2. Hereas Complaint was this day made to His Majeſty in Council, 
/ That his Excellency the Sieur Citters, Ambailadour reſiding here 
from the States General of the United Provinces of the Ne- 
therlands, was on the Fifth day of this inſtant November, Riotoul- 
ly Afaulred in his Coach, ſeveral Squibs, Scones, and Fire- 
brands being thrown, whereby his Lady who was with him, 
was dangerouſly wounded. 

His Majeſty highly reſenting this great Infolence offered to 
the ſaid Ambaſladour, and for the Preventing all Diſorders 
Ny Ee that may be occaſioned by throwing of Squibs, and making of 
ENS Boa-Fires for the future, was this day pleaſed to Order in 
Council, "That no perſon or perſons whatſoever, do preſume 
to throw any Squibs, or other Fire-works in the Streets of London and Weſtminſter, or the Suburbs 
thereof, or any Pariſhes or Places within the Bills of Mortality, or gather or aſſemble them- 
ſelves together upon the pretence of making any Bon-fires, or throwing any Squibs, or Fire- 
works, a, or upon any Feſtival day, or at any other time or times whatſoever. 

And His Majeſty is likewiſe further pleaſed ro Order, Thar the Right Honourable the 
Lord Mayor, and the Aldermen of the City of London, and the Juſtices of the Peace in their 
ſeveral and reſpetive Liberties, do from time to time give their particular Orders to their infe- 
riour Officers to be diligent and careful in Suppreſſing all ſuch Riotous and Tumultuous Meet- 
ings, and the Sfizing all ſuch who are guilty thereof, that they may be Proſecuted with the 


urmolt Severity of the Law.
